Containers: Glass bottles/jars (clear, green, and 
brown - less than two gallons); aluminum/tin/ and 
steel cans; aluminum foil; all plastic containers; milk 
cartons and juices boxes. 

NO broken glass or other glass items such as 
drinking glasses, window glass, Pyrex, ceramics, light 
bulbs. No cans containing hazardous material. No 
.unmarked containers or motor oil containers.No plas¬ 
tic bags.

Sheriff’s Department 
begins Volunteer 
Mentorship Program 

Connecting community members with 
offenders on one-on-one basis 

Sheriff Michael J. Ashe, Jr. has announced that the 
Hampden County Sheriff's Department has instituted 
a Volunteer Mentorship Program to connect commu¬ 
nity members with offenders who are seeking to re¬ 
enter the community in a positive, law-abiding way. 

Community volunteers who have been screened 
and trained are matched with offenders who are with¬ 
in 90 days of release. The volunteer mentors undergo 
an intensive 12-hour Mentor Training Program. 

To be matched with a mentor, an offender must 
have demonstrated a commitment to changing his 
lifestyle for the positive during his incarceration peri¬ 
od. While the offender is still incarcerated, he has a 
one-hour per week meeting with his mentor. After the 
offender is released, the mentor is available for two to 
four hours each week to assist in the positive lifestyle 
change of the offender. The mentor serves as a posi¬ 
tive role model, advisor, guide, and confidante. 

The Sheriff’s Department has also begun a Faith- 
Based Volunteer Mentorship Program to work with 
people of faith in an effort to provide offenders and ex¬ 
offenders with the opportunity to become part of their 
community through worship and celebration. 

The mission of this program will be to mobilize peo¬ 
ple of faith who will help connect ex-offenders with 
religious communities. These mentors will assist 
released offenders and their families with re-entry to 
their communities with Faith-Based support. 

Sheriff Ashe had the following to say about these 
new Volunteer Mentorship Programs: 

"I’ve long been a believer that one-on-one, ’eyeball 
to eyeball' involvement with those who have broken 
the law can be very productive in helping to turn a life 
around. These Volunteer Mentorship Programs have 
great appeal to me for several good reasons. 

“First, it takes the concept of community correc¬ 
tions to its most basic level, and enables a communi¬ 
ty member to act as a ‘big brother,’ if you will, to 
someone getting out of jail. 

"Second, it concentrates a very personal effort on 
these crucial first few months of-community re-entry. 
We all know that it is in those months when an offend¬ 
er is going to continue the positive momentum of the 
correctional center or return to his old ways-.. 

"Third, in this time of fiscal restraint, the Mentorship 
Program calls forth the volunteer spirit of community 
to help solve very real human problems without a lot 
of government expenditure,” concluded Ashe.

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Fire Wise... 

Smoke is a killer - 
stay low and go! 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Most people have a natural fear of fires and burns, 
but feel relatively safe in smoke. The Agawam Fire 
Department warns that smoke is the real killer in a 
fire About eight in every 10 fire deaths are due to 
breathing poisonous smoke and gases. Some victims 
never even see the flames. 

Since smoke is lighter than air, it rises. In a build¬ 
ing, it will go to the ceiling first and then bank down. It 
will wind up stairs and down hallways. 

To prevent smoke inhalation, get low and go. Crawl 
to the nearest exit as quickly as possible. Once out, 
stay out. 

Although you can’t see it, smoke is filled with toxic 
gases. Plastics, in particular, give off a highly poison¬ 
ous gas when burned. Since most homes have a 
large amount of plastic furnishings, and most offices 
use many furnishings and machines made of plastic, 
these fires can be deadly. 

In addition, smoke contains carbon monoxide - a 
tasteless, odorless gas that causes confusion, 
reduced mental capacity, and eventually death. It is 
important to stay low to avoid breathing a large 
amount of these poisons. 

It is also important to install and maintain smoke 
detectors to provide an early warning to fire and 
smoke. Exposure to smoke for even a few seconds or 
minutes can be fatal. 

Smoke detectors give you the extra edge you need 
to escape safely. Every family should have a home 
fire escape plan which includes the use of smoke 
detectors and a knowledge of stay low and go. Even 
young children can be taught to respond properly. 

No matter where a fire is ... in a home ... a shop¬ 
ping center ... a hotel ... an office ... a church ... or 
wherever, the response is the same: get down on 
your hands and knees below the smoke and crawl to 
safety.

Friends of the Agawam Library book sale a big success 


Rainy days are just right for picking up a good 
book. And on an inclement Saturday, June 7th, over 
230 individuals did just that - they came out to the 
Friends of the Agawam Public Library’s first annual 
book sale and bought $1,550 worth of donated books. 

These books were collected by the Friends group 
over a three month period, with the drop-off point 
located at the Agawam Public Library. 

Bruce F. Jacobsen, president of the Friends group, 
noted that the group’s volunteers spent many week- 
nights categorizing and pricing books to get ready for 
the event. The books were stored at Bridgeport 
National Bindery, located in the Agawam Industrial 
Park. 

The day before the sale all the books were brought 
to the library in the bindery’s truck. Once the boxes 
were unloaded, volunteers worked diligently to set up 
in the library's Community Room. 

Jacobsen estimated there were well over 6,000 
books donated, and close to half of these were bought 
during the 4-1/2 hour sale. The Friends group, he 


noted, was organized in February of this year and the 
membership wanted to “jump right in” and start 
fundraising for the library. 

This, he stressed, “is one of the reasons why this 
nonprofit organization was formed.” He added, “It was 
wonderful how the community supported our efforts 
by donating books.” 

Jean E. Clark, treasurer of the Friends group, said 
she was “pleased with the generosity of so many 
donors.” She expressed delight in "knowing that 2,600 
books that could have been discarded are now being 
read and enjoyed.” 

Jacobsen agreed with Clark’s assessment. "I think 
the volunteers and the people who came out to the 
sale had a good time,” he said. And he noted that not 
only did people find reasonably priced books (most 
books were in the quarter to dollar range) but they 
helped support a good cause - the public library. “But 
we couldn’t have done any of this without the help of 
our hard working volunteers," he stressed. 

After the Friends’ June 12th general meeting, 


Jacobsen was able to describe how the proceeds 
from the book sale would be spent. Using the library’s 
"wish list" the Friends group voted to purchase a PAC 
(Public Access Catalog) computer station for the 
Children's library, 2,000 protective library card sleeves 
for patrons, and $360 worth of books which will be 
selected by the library staff. 

Presentation of these gifts will be held on Thursday, 
July 10th at 7:30 pm in the Community Room of the 
Agawam Public Library. Jacobsen is encouraging 
community members to attend this presentation and 
get to know the members of the Friends group. 

The Friends of the Agawam Public Library is a non¬ 
profit organization whose mission~ is to provide 
fundraising events, volunteer services, and education¬ 
al activities. This group is not connected to any local, 
state, or federal government.

Laser resurfacing... 

Question: Can you tell me a little bit about laser 
resurfacing? 

Answer: Sure! Laser resurfacing works by direct¬ 
ing a precise and intense beam of laser light back and 
forth over areas of skin to be treated. Each pass of the 
light vaporizes the upper layers of damaged skin and 
causes the skin to contract. This results in tightening 
of the collagan* and elastic fibers of the dermis*, pro- 


ular pigmentation, and for tightening the skin. 

Recovery takes about 10 days, during which time 
the patient’s skin is swollen, raw, and oozing, with 
crust forming and eventually falling off; the skin 
rebuilds itself from the bottom up. Pain can be felt for 
several days (like that of a severe burn). 

A patient may not want to be seen in public for as 
long as several weeks, and the treated skin can 
remain bright pink for three to six months. Complete 
recovery can take up to a year. 

This is not recommended for darker skin colors. 
The cost can range from $2,000 to $5,000 for full-face 
resurfacing.

* Collagen: The main structural protein in the skin 
located in the dermis layer of the skin under the epi¬ 
dermis. 

* Dermis: The layer of skin beneath the top layer

Are the odds against us? 


vant has been keeping his father’s sheep. When a 
lion or a bear came and carried off a sheep from 
the flock, / went after it, struck it and rescued the 
sheep from its mouth. When it turned on me, I 
seized it by its hair, struck it and killed it. Your ser¬ 
vant has killed both the lion and the bear; this 
uncircumcised Philistine will be like one of them, 
because he has defied the armies of the living 
God. The LORD who delivered me from the paw of 
the lion and the paw of the bear will deliver me 
from the hand of this Philistine. ” 


“You’ve got to know when to hold 'em, know when 
to fold 'em, know when to walk away, know when to 
run...” sang the famous singer, Kenny Rogers. 

The popularity of the hit song The Gambler was no 
doubt due in part to the catchy tune, but also to the 
fact that the lyrics reflect the way we tend to live our 
lives. Although many of us don’t actually frequent 
casinos, on many occasions we will think of our lives 
or circumstances as a gamble, and try to figure out 
whether or not the odds are against us. 

Someone once remarked that "the only sure bet is 
uncertainty.” None of us can be absolutely sure of 
what is going to happen next in our lives. Whether we 
are people of faith or agnostics, the truth of the matter 
is that the forces of life are bigger than any one of us, 
and that’s the way it is. 

Some of us embrace faith with the hope that some¬ 
how the uncertainties of life will be limited, or better 
yet, disappear altogether. However, if we want cer¬ 
tainty, we’d be better off trying math. 

The Bible is full of stories about people thinking 
they had determined the odds only to find out that the 
odds were actually against them. On one occasion, 
the army of Israel had gathered on a hillside to line up 
in battle array ggainst the Philistine army. They appar¬ 
ently liked their chances, and were set to fight, when 
suddenly the odds changed. A giant of a soldier by the 
name of Goliath .stepped forward, and demanded that 
one Israelite soldier fight him to resolve the feud. 

The Israelites were frightened by Goliath. They 
thought the odds were against them. But one young 
man, who was not actually even a soldier, did not 
think so. David volunteered to fight Goliath. He wasn’t 
reckless, foolish, or crazy. David had been in circum¬ 
stances before when the odds had been against him, 
but God had come through for him. 

David said to King Saul, "Letjio one lose heart 
on account of this Philistine; your servant will go 
and fight him. ” Saul replied, “You are not able to 
go out against this Philistine and fight him; you 
are only a boy, and he has been a fighting man 
from his youth. ” But David said to Saul, “Your ser- 


While stories like David taking on and defeating the 
giant soldier Goliath can serve to embolden our faith, 
the fact is that we cannot inherit or borrow other'peo¬ 
ple's faith. Each person's faith is his or her own, and 
is acquired in pretty much the same way. We have to 
go through experiences that we find to be difficult, but 
in which we also find God coming through for us. 

Even the disciples of Jesus could not get away with 
borrowed faith. They had to acquire their own. It was 
not any easier for them than for anybody else. 

That day when evening came, Jesus said to His 
disciples, “Let us go over to the other , side.” 
Leaving the crowd behind, they took Him along, 
just as He was, in the boat. There were also other 
boats with Him. 

At first, things seemed to be fine. Jesus’ disciples 
may have thought they were going to enjoy a leisure¬ 
ly evening with Jesus. Then things changed. 

A furious squall came up, and the waves broke 
over the boat, so that it was nearly swamped. 
Jesus was in the stern, sleeping on a cushion. The 
disciples woke Him and said to Him, “Teacher, 
don’t You care if we drown?" 

People who are acquiring faith earn what we’ call 
their “BSD.” It’s kind of like a "PhD” but without so 
many books. People with their PhD have studied a lot 
and read a lot. People with their BSD have experi¬ 
enced a lot. “BSD” stands for “Back Side of the 
Desert,” and it is earned by having experiences we 
would rather not go through, but finding God coming 
through for us. 

When the storm arose on the lake, no doubt the 
disciples thought that the odds had turned against 
them. They probably had, but that really didn’t matter, 
because God came through for them. Jesus got up, 
rebuked the wind and said to the waves, “Quiet! 
Be still!" Then the wind died down and it was com¬ 
pletely calm. He said to His disciples, “Why are 
you so afraid? Do you still have no faith?" They 
were terrified and asked each other, “Who is this? 
Even the wind and the waves obey Him!”

In this, the graduation season, we reflect the dedi¬ 
cation to education by the United Church of Christ.

Negligence & Tort 

Nursing home - abuse & neglect of resident 

The plaintiff's decedent, who was 84 years-old, 
was admitted to the defendant nursing home in 1990 
and was a resident until her death at age 93, of natu¬ 
ral causes. During the course of her stay, her family 
visited her daily. Upon witnessing the level of care she 
was receiving, her family reportedly grew increasing¬ 
ly worried and angy. After her death, the family con¬ 
tacted counsel who pursued claims on their behalf 
aimed at addressing an elderly patient’s right to an 
acceptable quality of life, regardless of age or health. 

The plaintiff alleged in the complaint that during the 
course of her residency, the plaintiff’s decedent suf¬ 
fered abuse, neglect, and mistreatment. For instance, 
it was alleged that despite the fact that the defendant 
reportedly kaew the plaintiffs decedent was at high 
risk for falls and developed a care plan to address that 
risk, the plaintiff’s decedent fell and fractured her hip 
within months of her arrival. The complaint alleged 
that the defendant did not develop an appropriate 
plan as the plaintiff’s decedent had approximately 
nine more falls while there. It also alleged that the 
defendant failed to meet the plaintiff’s decedent’s 
most basic needs, such as toileting, clothing, and 
cleanliness. The family reportedly complained to the 
employees of the defendant nursing home on a regu¬ 
lar basis to no avail. 

The defendant nursing home responded by con¬ 
tending that the plaintiff’s decedent was in poor health 
when she was admitted to its care. She suffered from 
a variety of ailments. The defendant also asserted 
that it appropriately implemented a care plan to 
address the issues of poor health and modified it as 
needed to address both the plaintiff’s decedent’s 
ongoing and worsening health issues. 

The plaintiff’s counsel also alleged that the plain¬ 
tiffs decedent was abused by an employee of the 
defendant who was later prosecuted and convicted 
for criminal abuse of patients. The defendant allowed 
the employee to return back to work after a three-day 
suspension and did not terminate the employee until 
further abuse was reported at a later date. 

The plaintiff’s counsel argued separate counts for 
breach of contract, negligence, respondeat superior, 
negligent hiring, supervision and retention, violation of 
G.L.c. 93A and breach of warranties. The plaintiff’s 
counsel worked closely with an expert in the long¬ 
term care field and this expert’s opinions assisted the 
plaintiff’s counsel in obtaining a successful outcome 
at the Medical Malpractive Tribunal. The expert iden¬ 
tified several deviations in the care and treatment pro¬ 
vided by the plaintiff’s decedent during her stay at the 
defendant nursing home. The expert opined that as a 
result of the defendant's multiple deviations from the 
accepted standards of care, the plaintiff’s decedent 
suffered from illnesses, surgery, and complications 
that could have been avoided had she received 
acceptable care, and the quality of her life was detri¬ 
mentally affected. 

The case settled for $250,000.00.

A “win-win” situation... 

Negotiating a purchase agreement is perhaps the 
trickiest aspect of any real estate transaction. Most 
home buyers and home sellers want to arrive at a win- 
win agreement, but that’s not to say either side would 
regret getting a bigger “win" than the other. 

Successful negotiating is more than a matter of 
luck or natural talent. It also encompasses the 
learned ability to use certain skills and techniques to 
bring about those coveted win-win results. 

Start with a fair price and a fair offer. There’s no 
question that significantly overpricing your home will 
turn off potential buyers. Likewise, making an offer 
that’s far lower than the asking price is practically 
guaranteed to alienate the sellers. Asking and offering 
prices should be based on recent sale prices of com¬ 
parable homes. 

Respect the other side’s priorities. Knowing 
what’s most important to the person on the other side 
of the negotiating table can help you avoid pushing 
too hard on hot or sensitive issues. For example, a 
seller who won’t budge on the sales price might be 
willing to pay more of the transaction costs or make 
more repairs to the home, while a buyer with an 
urgent move-in date might be willing to pay a higher 
portion of the transaction costs or forgo some major 
repairs. 

Be prepared to compromise. "Win-win” doesn’t 
mean both the buyer and the seller will get everything 
they want; it means both sides will win some and give 
some. Rather than approaching negotiations from an 
adversarial winner-take-all perspective, focus on your 
top priorities and don’t let your emotions overrule your 
better judgment. 

If need be, meet in the middle. Can't decide who 
will pay the recording fee? Can’t.agree on a dlosing 
date? Arguing over cosmetic repairs? Splitting the dif¬ 
ference is a time-honored and often successful nego¬ 
tiation strategy. Pay half the fee. Count off half the 
days. Fix half the blemishes. 

Let it go! Politicians and corporate executives are 
famous for their “for future discussion" agreements. If 
you have a major sticking point that’s not material to 
the overall contract (e.g., the purchase of furniture or 
fixtures), finish the main agreement, then resolve the 
other difficulties in a side agreement or amendment. 
This technique allows both sides to recognize and 
solidify basic areas of agreement, then move ahead 
toward a fair compromise on other terms and condi¬ 
tions. Summarizing the points of agreement in writing 
is another helpful strategy. 

The most important advice to remember is to 
ask your real estate agent! Successful agents tend 
to be experienced negotiators. They’ve seen what 
works and what doesn’t in countless real estate trans¬ 
actions, and they’ve established a track record of 
bringing buyers and sellers together. Consult your 
agent about negotiating strategies, win-win compro¬ 
mises, and creative alternatives.

You, too, can detect spinal problems... 

Years of training and experience, plus sophisticat¬ 
ed techniques, enable your doctor of chiropractic to 
detect spinal problems. But here are some simple 
things you can do to find out if your spine is healthy. 

1. Unbalanced Shoulders or Hips: Stand in front 
of a mirror and pick the same point on both hips and 
shoulders. Compare these points by imagining two 
horizontal lines connecting the points. They should be 
level. 

2. Head Off Center: Have a photo taken in front of 
a bare background. Draw a line connecting your hips. 
Draw a vertical line from the center of the line up 
through the center of your head. Does your head line 
up evenly with the center of your hips, or is it off cen¬ 
ter? Do the same with a side photo. Is your head tilt¬ 
ing forward or backward? 

3. Range of Motion: Can you tilt and rotate your 
head and hips through a full range of motion without 
any pain.or restriction? Both sides should have the 
same range of motion and be pain-free, without any 
clicking or grinding noises. 

4. Leg Length Inequality: Except in rare cases 
(an .improperly healed fracture or muscle or joint dis¬ 
ease), both legs should be the same length. But when 
your skeleton is out of alignment, you give the 
appearance of having a short leg. For this test, you 
need an assistant. With your shoes on, lie face down. 
Have your tester stand behind you. They look down at 
your feet, gently push your heels toward your head, 
and compare where the heels meet the shoes. They 
should line up. 

5. Dual Scales: Place two bathroom scales side 
by side and stand with one foot on each. The weight 
distribution should be about the same. If not, it is a 
sign that your spine, hips, or head are off center. 

6. Foot Flare: While walking, simply look down at 
your feet. Do they both point forward, or does one foot 
appear to flare outward or inward? Do both? Foot 
flare may be a sign of a problem in the lower spine or 
hips. 

If you see problems demonstrated by these 
simple home self-tests, it is advisable to seek a 
chiropractic examination.

Photochromies... 

An alternative to sunglasses for some people are 
lenses called Photochromies. These lenses are light- 
sensitive and will turn dark outside, yet remain light 
indoors. Originally, photochromic lenses were made 
only in glass and were called “photogreys.” 
Transitions are the plastic version and are becoming 
a much more prevalent option. 

Photogrey lenses tend to be slightly more scratch- 
resistant since they are made of glass and, therefore, 
are more popular with people who work outdoors and 
expose the lenses to dust, dirt, and other elements. 

Photogrey lenses get very dark outside but will not 
lighten as much as their plastic counterpart 
Transitions indoors. Glass also tends to be heavy 
compared to plastic lenses, making glass uncomfort¬ 
able if you wear a heavy prescription. Photogrey lens¬ 
es are available in almost all prescriptions and types 
of lenses and can be made in brown or grey.

Escape from the playpen...

Still another could be preparation of a final term 
paper that is outstanding; steps in earning entrance 
into medical school, from which (after completing 
numerous other activity goals) the accomplishment of

Each short-term activity goal (once accomplished) 
provides the essential sense of completion and moti¬ 
vation to undertake the next step.

Determine sources of help. Design a plan of action

accountability. Goal-setting can provide the ladder for 
escape from the playpen. Hypnotherapy can provide 
motivation, confidence, energy, and insight.

FM morning radio personality Dave James. Also 
appearing on this year’s Telethon was 16 year-old 
Meghan Costello, who was chosen several years ago 
to represent Massachusetts as a “Children’s Miracle 
Network Champion.” 

During the annual broadcast, a swimming pool 
donated by Teddy Bears Pools and Spas was auc¬ 
tioned off during the broadcast for a bid of $2,800 from 
Miriam Siegel of Longmeadow.

The importance of a 
restaurant’s location... 

Restaurants are funny, as business is in general. 
There is one thing that you need to realize before 
plunking your hard-earned money down on a restau¬ 
rant - location, location, location! Some places just 
seem to be snake bit. 

I remember when there was a Bonanza restaurant 
at the foot of Tub's Hill in West Springfield. The 
restaurant just never did well there. They left and a 
new restaurant came in. That one was a bust, too. A 
succession of entrepreneurs followed, and no restau¬ 
rants were there for long. Finally, an auto parts store 
went in and they have stuck. 

The Green Gables in Agawam has had a succes¬ 
sion of failed establishments, and I hear that one more 
guy is going to try. I hope you make it. 

Downtown at the site of the old American Linen 
building, we had one of the worst restaurants - 
Spaghetti Warehouse. It should have stayed.a laun¬ 
dry. Boy, they were horrible. Now, a new kid on the 
block has come to downtown Springfield. Well, sort of; 
they have entered the Twilight Zone. 

The Twilight Zone is that section of the “New North 
End” of Springfield (just north of the Peter Pan bus 
terminal, but south of Carew Street). 

A chain restaurant that should have some staying 
power is Hooters. I have been to the Hooters in 
Daytona and on the Berlin Turnpike in Hartford; on 
both occasions, they were on major traffic arteries.

The food is actually pretty good at Hooters. This is 
not a bar; it is a family restaurant. You will see kids 
there with Mom and Dad.

They 
serve beer, but I do not look at it as a place where 
beer drinkers sit and pour them down (one after the 
other) until they seem to wobble out the door. 

They offer really good sandwiches, chicken wings, 
and other quick, snack-style foods. Platters turn them 
into meals. We tried the baked oysters. They come in 
a bucket and are served with broth and drawn butter. 
They also have crisp french fries with a slightly spicy 
cheese sauce on the side. I had a BBQ pork sand¬ 
wich, and Dorn had a Philly cheese steak. Our wait¬ 
ress, Katie, said this was the pick. 

Katie said Hooters is a “silly, crazy place where you 
can have a good time.” Sounds about right. The girls 
have a dress code. The uniform is required. They 
have to leave their hair down (no barrettes). They are 
a little loud like all of the party places. They also do 
the clapping “Happy Birthday" thing that I find annoy¬ 
ing (but hey, that’s just me). 

I would stop back, but only if I am in the neighbor¬ 
hood; it’s not the kind of place that you travel for. I 
ended up there because I was passing by. I called 
Dorn on his cell phone and said, “Hey, let’s give it a 
go.” So, all in all, a “thumbs up.” 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude” - it is not what 
you’re eating that’s most important ... it is whom 
you’re dining with!

Late-inning rally stops Brownie baseball’s 
state tourney drive; AHS bows in semi’s, 6-4

The dream ended for the Agawam High baseball 
Brownies in the Massachusetts Division I semifinals 
against Marlboro, the Central Mass, champs, at 
packed Szot Park in Chicopee on Thursday evening, 
June 12th. 

One bad inning cost the Western Mass, champs a 
trip to its first-ever state final. 

After viewing the proceedings, it was more than 
evident that this AHS team more-than-belonged with 
the very best the state had to offer. 

In the end, Marlboro owned a hard-fought, 6-4 ver¬ 
dict over Coach Peter Clark and his Brownies to move 
on to face Malden Catholic for bragging rights of the 
entire Commonwealth. Malden won, 2-zip, and 
Marlboro ended at 19-4, while the orange-and-brown 
of AHS completed a history-making, 20-4 spring cam¬ 
paign. 

Leading 3-1 with two outs in the eighth, Marlboro 
took full advantage of several errors to stun the 
Brownies with five unearned runs. The windfall of it all 
was a 6-3 lead and AHS never recovered. 

“We just had one bad inning, but the season was 
great fun,” said All-Scholatic catcher Matt Rheault. 

Clark added, “That’s baseball. All it takes is some 
bad luck.

For the record, Agawam’s 20-4 season was its best 
ever in baseball. The Brownies were the owners of 12 
straight victories coming in after defeating Westfield, 
8-3, for the school’s third-ever WMass.

(the first was in 1999, his rookie season) as he 
became the first AHS baseball coach to own two of 
them.

Bienia, now on third, motored home on Bachini's 
infield ground-out to second base. All-Scholatic third 
baseman Casey Federico then blooped a single into 
very short leftfield and Wakelee crossed the plate. 

Given a 2-1 advantage, Perry stymied Marlboro in 
the sixth and seventh frames. 


The Brownies added what appeared- io be an 
important insurance run in the seventh. 

Bachini, who seemed to be in the middle of every¬ 
thing on this night, walked. After stealing second, 
Federico (two of Agawam’s eight hits) drove Bachini 
home and the Brownies seemed to be sitting pretty at 
3-1. 

The Marlboro eighth saw the five unearned runs 
cross the plate, and Clark called on Wakelee to relieve 
Perry. 

Down 6-3, the Brownies tried to mount a comeback 
in the bottom of the frame. Senior second baseman 
Mario Maloni doubled to leftfield. With two down, 
Wakelee singled to centerfield, sending Maloni home 
and the lead was now 6-4. 

Clark sent junior ace Jeff Neilsen, the hero of the 
WMass. final against Westfield, to pitch the top of the 
ninth. Marlboro tried to pad its lead, but Neilsen (after 
allowing a hit and a walk) closed the door and now it 
was Agawam’s last at-bat. 

Marlboro asked its lefty ace to hurl the ninth for the 
save.

The beauty of boys’ summer soccer is how much of 
a tuneup it is for the fall high school soccer season.

Agawam’s play was highlighted by the 
effort of sweeper Brandon Ennis. Agawam had eight 
first-half shots on net. ‘Hamp had four. 

Things picked up on one of the spring’s best 
evenings so far. The summer Brownies had that one 
goal to work with and that gave them the edge. The 
locals were being paced on the backline by Kevin 
Foley and another sweeper, Kevin Midura. 

The Brownies’ final tally was a tour de force. 
Midfielder Ryan Sullivan fought his way to the top of 
the box on the right side. He was hit with a pass from 
striker Jeff Lagasse, who had just taken a one-on-one 
battle for the ball. 

Sullivan’s shot was true, running in just past the 
right post for the 2-0 lead. « 

"Our kids came to play. They’re hungry. Only good 
things will come of this,” Sullivan observed.

Joe Clark & Mike Locke to play in 
Shrine Chowder Bowl Football Classic 


Agawam High School 2003 graduates Joe Clark 
and Mike Locke - two of the football program’s most 
outstanding performers in recent years - have been 
selected to play in the prestigious Shrine Chowder 
Bowl Football Classic on Saturday, June 28th, at 
Springfield College! 

This third annual classic, sponsored by the 
Springfield Melha Shriners (in conjunction with the 
National Football Foundation and the Collegiate Hall 
of Fame Committee), is played between graduated 
high school all-star players , from Western 
Massachusetts and Central Massachusetts. 

Clark and Locke were key members of the 
Brownies’ successful 2002 fall campaign, where the 
team finished with a 6-5 overall record in the tough AA 
Conference. 

Clark, starting at quarterback and defensive back, 
is a four-year varsity letterman for the Brownies. He 
was a two-year Western Mass. First Team All- 
Scholastic player and two-year All-League member. 

The 6’, 195-pounder was named the team’s "most 
improved player” as a junior. The Brownies’ Co-Most 
Valuable Player last fall received the Hank Drenowski 
Memorial Scholarship Award. 

The team captain (a breakway threat any time he 
touched the ball) led the Brownies in rushing with 963 
yards and 13 touchdowns on the ground. He added 
810 yards through the air with eight TD passes. 

In the defensive secondary, Clark intercepted four 
passes. 

Clark was also a starter in basketball as the 
Brownies qualified for the Division I WMass. 
Tournament for the first time in six years. He was an 
infielder for the school’s baseball team, the 2003 
Western Mass. Division I champs. 

Clark was president of the class of 2003 all four 
years, and was selected as a TV-40 “Champion of 
Character” last fall.

Agawam High lacrosse brings out Dan Sullivan’s best

Agawam High School's Dan Sullivan may have 
come to the end of his schoolboy lacrosse career, but 
with a phenomenal senior-year season behind him, he 
should surely be proud of its outcome. 

Dan is part of a history-making Brownies' team, one 
which he contributed to that has put its mark in the his¬ 
tory books several times this season. Finishing with 
an 11-9 record, gaining its first-ever playoff victory, 
and beating Minnechaug Regional and South Hadley 
for the first time are truly feats worth admiration. 

“My season went really well. I started out real 
strong and was TV 22 s 'Athlete of the Week’ early on, 
which was really great," said Dan. “It was almost over¬ 
whelming for me when we beat South Hadley for the 
first time, and then going on to do the same against 
Minnechaug in the playoffs." 

From the very start of the season, Dan proved him : ’ 
self as an offensive force to be reckoned with. In three 
of the team's early victories (including the major one 
against South Hadley), Dan was among Agawam’s 
top scorers. 

Besides the April 17th, 9-4 victory over South 
Hadley where Dan ha<f four goals, he was the team’s 
leading scorer in its April 15th, 10-6 win over 
Northampton (four goals) and again against eventual 
Western Mass, champ and state finalist Amherst on 
April 25th (with three goals and an assist in the 9-4 
success). 

“Dan was excellent in the South Hadley game, as 
well as in the first games against Northampton and 
Amherst,” commented Coach Nick St. George. “His 
efforts in those games got him a lot of publicity which 
made other teams realize they had to watch out for 
him." 

Dan was also quite instrumental in the Brownies’ 
reversal of their mid-season slump. The first triumph 
came against East Longmeadow on May 10th, and it 
helped bolster the determination of the team with its 
13-4 win. Dan finished the game with three goals, 
again proving his capabilities as an offensive power. 

Then, with two straight victories in games against 
Cathedral and then East Longmeadow for the second 
time of the season, Agawam again had a winning (8- 
7) record. 

In the 3-1 win over Cathedral on May 20th, Dan 
was among those who grabbed a goal for the 
Brownies. Furthermore, he had two goals in the 13-4 
victory over East Longmeadow on May 16th. 

Dan also played a major part in Agawam’s history¬ 
making win over Minnechaug. He had three goals, 
thereby tying fellow senior Justin Coelho to lead the 
team on offense for the day in this first-ever playoff 
victory (as well as the team’s win over Minnechaug for 
the first time ever in Agawam boys' lacrosse). He had 
two out of Agawam’s three goals in the third quarter 
that put them ahead, 6-3, going into the fourth quarter. 

Dan finished third in team scoring this year with 27 
goals and five assists to his credit. And yet, despite all 
of Dan’s personal achievements this season, he 
remains a true team player and prefers to speak of the 
team’s accomplishments over his own. 

As far as his legacy as a lacrosse player, Dan says 
he just wants this year’s team to be remembered and

is happy to just be a part of it. 

“We had a lot of seniors this year who were just a 
great group of guys," said Dan. “We were like brothers 
to each other and just worked really well together." 

With this type of attitude, it’s clear why George 
speaks so highly of him. “He’s.a great kid," said St. 
George. “He’s a dedicated, hard-working young man 
who was truly a pleasure to coach.” 

The coach was also impressed by Dan’s develop¬ 
ment this year as one of the team’s leaders. “Last 
year, there was a large number of seniors with strong 
personalities who really ran the way the team played. 
Dan consistently stepped up into that role this season 
and took the responsibility of fulfilling that leadership 
role with the other seniors.” 

Dan also spoke highly about playing for St. George. 
“He’s a great leader, and he was very motivating in 
getting us determined to play our best." 

Also to Dan’s credit as a high school athlete was 
his participation in more than one sport. Dan also 
played on the football team for three seasons as a 
wide receiver. 

Dan is working at Six Flags in Agawam as a water 
park attendant this summer, and is preparing for his 
next school year when he will be attending Salem 
State College (where he intends to major in sports fit¬ 
ness). He also plans to continue his lacrosse career at 
the school. 

This year at the High School, Dan’s classes includ¬ 
ed psychology, advanced math, sports literature, and 
honors chemistry. He said that sports literature was 
his favorite class, and that Dean Vecchiarelli was his 


favorite teacher. 

Dan’s mom is Judy, and he has two sisters: Erin, 
16, and Shannon, 8, both of whom attend school in 
Agawam. 

Dan, who will be turning 19 on August 31st, drives 
a 1992 Pontiac Grand Prix, but says his dream car 
would be a Hummer. Dan (who is often referred to as 
“Sully") says his color of choice is green. His favorite 
food is lobster, and his favorite place to eat is the 
White Hut in West Springfield. He says his style of 
dress is your basic casual clothing. He enjoys shop¬ 
ping at Dick’s. 

As far as music goes, Dan prefers rock ‘n roll and 
his favorite group is The Dave Matthews Band. His 
favorite television show is “The Simpsons,” and he 
lists his favorite movie as “Old School." 

Dan’s sports team of choice is the Dallas Cowboys. 
His favorite professional athlete of all time is Emmitt 
Smith. 

Dan is also an active member of the town through 
his participation in the “Athletes in Motion” program. 
It’s a community service program that does such help¬ 
ful jobs as raking people’s lawns in the fall. 

Dan says his proudest athletic moment was when 
the team got the Valley League title this season dur¬ 
ing its final game against West Springfield at home on 
“Senior Day.” 

He says the person whom he admires the most is 
teammate Anthony DiMaio because "he has a lot of 
heart and was truly motivating this year for the team." 
Dan says he also admires his Uncle Pete. 

Dan's career as a lacrosse player at Agawam High 
School proved to be quite successful through his 
determination and hard work. It also appears that it 
was something that had been in the making for quite 
some time. 

St. George related the story of when he met Dan 
for the first time. “It was when we were first starting the 
youth program," said St. George.'“Dan showed up to 
the first practice wearing gloves from John Hopkins 
University and a helmet from Loyola (both Division I 
lacrosse programs), in a town where half the kids 
don’t know anything about lacrosse. 

“It turns out that two of Dan’s cousins each played 
at one of these schools, so it was something that was 
a part of his family. He was really motivated to be a 
part of something his family did," added St. George.

Ball position... 

Before we discuss the finer points of the set-up, I 
would like to mention ball position, which has been a 
huge source of controversy for years. I’d like to deal 
with it quickly. 

It has been fashionable to move the ball backward 
or forward in one’s stance, depending on the length of 
the club: forward for the longer clubs and farther back 
for the shorter clubs. I do this only when I am trying to 
alter my ball flight. If I want to hit the ball higher than 
usual, I move it toward my front foot, and if I want to 
hit it lower than usual, I move it toward my back foot. 

Other than in these circumstances, I am a strong 
believer that the ball should be placed in the same 
relationship to the golfer’s shoulders right through the 
bag. This position is right in front of the left breast. 

The stance narrows when the club gets shorter; my 
position does not change in relation to my body. The 
only thing that is happening is that my right foot is 
moving closer to the ball.

Another highlight was the pep rally, known as 
Orange and Brown day.

Most other high schools pay $50 to $65 for a year¬ 
book, but due to the efforts of students and the sup¬ 
port of the Agawam community, it was possible to 
make the Agawam High yearbook much more afford¬ 
able at $33.00 each, according to faculty yearbook 
advisor Christine Kolodziej.

Like parent, like offspring, for 
four college graduates

It is often said that one's graduation day stands out 
as one of life's high points, especially graduation from 
college. 

Imagine, then, having two graduates celebrating 
their successful completion of college in one home. 
Two households in Agawam have experienced this 
wonder, and in each case, the respective graduates 
come from different generations. 

Jennifer Loomis recently received a bachelor of 
science from Western New England College in bio¬ 
medical engineering. At about the same time, 
Jennifer’s mother, Laurie Loomis, was awarded her 
bachelor of science in nursing from the College of Our 
Lady of the Elms. 

Joseph DeCaro earned his degree in general busi¬ 
ness from American International College with a minor 
in marketing, while his mother, Maria DeCaro, 
received a bachelor of arts in liberal arts education for 
young children from the University Without Walls, 
University of Massachusetts, Amherst. 

Jennifer graduated magna cum laude. She was the 
only female in engineering to graduate from Western 
New England College this year, and she was the only 
biomedical engineer to graduate, according to her 
mother, Laurie. 

“Mr. Arthur Gage, my former teacher at Agawam 
High, had a strong effect on me," she told The 
Agawam Advertiser News. “He's the one who got me 
to go into engineering. I had a good physics grade and 
a strong math background.” 

Laurie Loomis received a call from Gage about 
Jennifer’s potential. “He called us up at home and 
asked if he could meet with us about Jennifer because 
she was aiming to go into teaching elementary school. 
He told us that he believed Jennifer was better suited 
for engineering, and he invited Jennifer and a few 
other girls to an engineering day at the University of 
Massachusetts.” 

Jennifer said this was an all-day event. “But it was 
mostly him (Mr. Gage) who encouraged me to re-think 
my decision. He saw a potential. I applied only to 
Western New England for engineering, while I'd sent 
five applications out for teaching. Due to my strong 
interest in math and science, I was able to make 
Dean’s List almost every semester at WNEC." 

As in most fields, the first two years focus on 


required “core” courses. At the end of the two years, 
Jennifer had to choose which area of engineering she 
wanted to enter. Her decision was to pursue the life 
science aspect, such as making medical devices.. 

Examples would be robots that help with surgeries. 
Another direction might lead toward the use of spec- 
tro-photometers in testing a substance and measuring 
its lab values. 

Jennifer has been applying to pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies and wants to work in research and testing. 

“When I was in school, I had to establish a lab that 
next year's seniors could use as a learning tool. I 
started the project last August (2002) and followed 
through until May (2003) for a total of six credits. My 
senior project required that I write a proposal and a 
thesis, which turned out to be a 50-page document." 

The school laminated a three-foot by four-foot 
sheet that showed the results of her project, titled 
“The Comparison of Glomerular Filtration Rate in 
Spontaneous Hypertensive and Wistar-Kyoto Rats 
Measured Using Creatinine Clearance." (Whew!) 

This poster was displayed in Newark, New Jersey 
at the 29th Northeastern Bioengineering Conference 
in March 2003. The 30th Northeastern Bioengineering 
Conference will be held next spring at Western New 
England College. 

Jennifer has applied to several pharmaceutical and 
medical equipment companies, and she is hoping to 
land the right position in the near future. 

Laurie Loomis told us, “Jen’s success drove me to 
continue despite the stress of nursing.” 

Laurie has three daughters, and Jennifer is the old¬ 
est. The second daughter, Megan, is attending the 
University of Massachusetts-Amherst in nursing, and 
the youngest daugher, Rachel, is still in her teens. 
Laurie’s husband, Robert, has an associate’s degree 
in computer programming and is parts manager at 
Sarat Ford in Agawam. 

“We got married right out of high school. After I had 
Jen and Megan, I got certified as a home health aidd 
and worked in that field, mostly with the elderly, for 14 
years. I have always wanted to be a nurse,” Laurie 
said. 

She was hired through a company called 
Compassionate Care and they put her through the

certification, which was both textbook information and 
hands-on experience. "Once I achieved the certifica¬ 
tion, I knew I wanted to be a nurse.” 

For about eight years, Laurie worked from referrals 
that came from the Agawam town nurse. "She would 
put me in touch with families in town with medical 
needs. I cared for many patients who had Alzheimer's. 

“When Rachel was two, I looked into what was 
needed for nursing. I had to take high-school-level 
chemistry and algebra before starting the college- 
level courses. I went to Holyoke Community Collelge 
for my ‘core’ courses and was there for four years, 
attending night classes while working part-time and 
attending to family responsibilities." 

After Holyoke Community College, Laurie applied 
to Bay State School of Nursing. She was accepted, 
but the school closed the following month!. However, 
they did tell her they would help her to go somewhere 
else. 

“I wanted my bachelor’s degree, so I went to 
American International College and then transferred 
to the College of Our Lady of the Elms. I can’t say 
enough about their program. The nursing professors 
are just awesome. 

"In addition to going to school, I worked as a tech¬ 
nical assistant at Baystate Medical on Springfield I, a
